Airship Construction. 

Some interesting facts regarding 
the work required in building a large 
modern airship are given in a recent 
issue of the Engineer, which states 
that the general problems of design 
are closely allied to those of naval 
architecture, although the airship de- 
signer must be a highly skilled me- 
chanical engineer and also must have 
a knowledge . of textile technology. 
For the work on construction, owing 
to the multiplicity of parts required, 
a very efficient shop organization is 
necessary. “In a rigid airship strue- 
ture, excluding the machinery, there 
are 20,008 different parts, a total 
length of structural material of 
20 miles, 60 miles. of wire and more 
than 2,000,000 rivets.
